REICH PAY TAXED | 
ANOTHER 25 PCT. 


BERLIN, Oct. 22—(7)— 
The Allied control council in- 
creased taxes today by 25 per 
cent and raised corporation 
taxes six and one-fourth per 
cent. 

The council proclaimed a 
new system of equal justice 
for all Germans and abolish- 
ed all extraordinary courts 
established by Hitler. Every 
person was made “equal be- 
fore the law what ever his 
race, nationality or religion.” 
Due process was guaranteed. 

“Determinjation by any 
court of any crime ‘by anal- 
ogy’ or by so-called ‘sound 
popular instinct,’ as hereto- 

‘fore provided in the German 
criminal code” was prohib- 
ited.

FINANCING PLANS 


According to a resolution adopt- 
ed by city council, Atlanta will 
continue its appropriations to the 
four hospitals until Jan. 1, 1945. 


At that time Fulton and De- 
Kalb counties will set up a spe- 
Cial tax, a maximum of 5 mills, 
to provide funds for the authority. 
The special tax is expected to 
bring in approximately $1,350,000 
yearly for the authority. 


The city of Atlanta is supposed 
to reduce city taxes by two mills 
when the financial transfer be- 
comes effective. This will be a 
tax saving of approximately $700,- 
000-a year. The reduction by the 
city will be a reduction of ad 
valorem taxes of the amount saved 
by the city when the hospital au- 
thority takes over financial re- 
sponsibility for the hospitals.

MacArthur Sweeps War Teachings 
From Japan’s Entire School System 


Powertul

TOKYO, Tuesday, Oct. 23—<

ed immediate and drastic reform 
of the entire Japanese educational 
system to end the teaching of feud- 
al militarism and other ideologies 
such as put Japan on the path to 
war. 


More than 18,000,000 Japanese 
students, male and female, are af- 
fected. 

In a second drastic move aimed 
at the foundations of Japanese im- 
perialism, the cabinet, in compli- 
ance with previous orders of the 
commander in chief, announced 
yesterday that it would break up 
the powerful trusts of Zaibatsu 
which the militarists used in in- 
stituting the totalitarian system. 

Prince Fumimaro Konoye, for 
mer premier and special constitu- 
tional reform investigator, an- 
nounced that the prerogatives of 
Emperor Hirohito would be lim- 
ont in a constitutional reform pro- 

am. 

FIVE-POINT DIRECTIVE 


In a five-point directive, ‘one of 
the most important of the occupa- 
tion period, MacArthur ordered:

PARIS, Oct. 22.—(UP)—The Communists, for the first time in his- 
tory, emerged as the strongest political party in France tonight, | 


capturing at least 146 seats in

In a leftward swing comparable

more seats than either Leon 
Blum's Socialists or the Popular 
Republican movement (MRP), 
considered to be Gen. DeGaulle’s 
own party.

There is an old French saying that the 
Frenchman wears his heart on the political 
left, his pocketbook on the political right. 


Therefore he always has been a crea- 
ture of conflicting influences. 


Elections now are over and the French- 
man, like others in Europe, having no 
pocketbook, has gone to the left. This 
will frighten some, yet the fact is the 


country needs only some comeback eco-_ 


nomically to lessen the political trend. 


Before beginning any further discus- 
sion of French politics, it might be well to 
define the parties. The French, with care- 
less abandon, name their parties most curi- 
ously, ev2n perversely. 


For instance, the “Liberal party” is 
made up of arch conservatives. One of 
‘the most radical of parties is the “Con- 
gservative party,’ both in method and 
spirit. While the party with the fright- 
ening name of “Radical Socialists” is a 
party ot middle-of-the-roaders throwing 
their strength here and there for patron- 


age. 


Election returns showed, for example, 
that in the Chamber of Deputies seven 
Popular Republicans, one Republican Ac- 
tionist and one Republican Democrat won 


seats while the Radical Socialists also got 
one. The old-time Socialist party led in 
the election with 17 seats and will have, 
since most of the others elected will vote 
with the Socialists rather than with the 
10 Communists elected, a party majority. 


The old Radical-Socialist party of 
“trimmers and trades” collapsed. That is 
a good omen, as it was, during the days 
leading to Munich and war, the powerful 
party, including most of the corrupt “do- 
nothings” in French politics. 


DeGaulle certainly is not a Communist. 
The Socialist party, which has a majority 


of seats, recently refused an alliance with. 


the Communist party and that difference 
was at issue in the elections. 


All in all, it appears that a France with- 
out coal, with almost all her industry at 
a standstill, with another winter of mis- 
ery and want already at hand, did not go 
as far to the left as might have been 
expected. As soon as her pocketbook is 


filled out a little, one may expect the 


beginning of a more moderate turn in 
French politics. 


But those interested in seeing that 
France, and Europe, not become a howling 
wilderness of woe and misery, might busy 
themselves with food, coal and assistance. 


Arnall Sets Forth the Issue 


Georgia’s Governor Arnall has suc- 
ceeded in turning the spotlight of publicity 
on the infamous Bulwinkle bill, a brazen 
effort to place the nation’s railroads above 
the law by specifically exempting them 
from federal anti-trust legislation. 


By going directly to the White House 
with his demand that President Truman 
confirm or deny reports that the adminis- 
tration favors the Bulwinkle bill, Arnall 
has most forcefully called nationwide at- 
tention to this malodorous class legislation. 


But for Arnall’s appeal and the Presi- 
dent’s reassuring clarification of his posi- 
tion, there is a distinct possibility that the 
powerful railroad lobby in the nation’s 
capital would have succeeded in putting 
through as rank a conspiracy as Washing- 
ton has seen in many a year. 


With a Bulwinkle bill on the statute 
books, the rail trust would be in a posi- 
tion to continue the vicious system of arbi- 
trarily fixed freight rates which has kept

Last fall Sveltana Stalin was admitted, after 
rigorous competitive examinatians, to the new 
International Relations school at the First Mos- 
cow University. 

In filling out her entry blank, she came across the space to be 

filled in giving her fatiner’s trade. In the space she wrote: 
' “Professional revolutionary.” 

Now Europe is swept by rumors and reports that the 65-year- 
old professional revolutionary (he will be 66 December 21) is dan- 
gerously ill. Still others have it he is dead. 

There is, of course, no confirmation. 

Until the truth be known, one may surmise. 

The odds are that Stalin’s health is not of the best. 
a hard life. Like Franklin Roosevelt, he did not spare himself. 
Unlike Roosevelt, he led a hard body-and-mind straining early life, 
in and out of jail, his life in danger; sleeping little, eating when and 
what he could. 

The odds also are that he is by no means dead, but that he plans 
to give up some of his duties. He publicly has talked of this many 
times. 

In Russia last spring newspapermen familiar with discussion in 
the Soviet Union told me that once the war was over “court gossip” 
had it that Stalin might retire from all positions save one, that of 


party secretary. 

; From notes I made, the men reportedly 
Those About Stalin the closest to Stalin are Viacheslav 
Molotov, Andrei Zhdanov, Klimenti Voroshilov, Georgi Malenkov, 
Andrei Andreyev, Anastas Mikoyan, Fillip Golikov and Alexander 
Shcherbakov 

I assure you, that when I got the names in discussions with per- 
sons about the interesting possibilities of Stalin dying (this was 
at the time when everyone discussed what might happen if Roose- 
velt, Stalin or Churchill were to die), only a few of them meant 
anything to me. Molotov, Voroshilov, Zhukov and Zhdanov were 
of course, known. 

But let us identify them. They are important names now and 
for the future. 

Golikov has been Stalin’s personal aide. 
country and England for military conferences. 

Voroshilov was a famous general, but gradually, even during 
the war. he took on more and more political significance and less 
of military. | 

Molotov, who will be premier if Generalissimo Stalin gives up 
that position, has associated closely with him Mikoyan as an expert 
in foreign relations and trade. 

General Zhukov is regarded as the great military field genius 
of the Red army. He was the personal link between Stalin and the 
army. Peasant-born, he was enlisted in the Tsar's army, fighting 
against the Germans. He joined the revolution in 1919. He was 
born in 1894. 

Melenko and Andreyev are two men reportedly trained by Stalin 
to be alternates in the job of secretary of the party, the most impor- 
tant position in Russia, should he die. 

A third, and generally, but by no means officially, believed 
the nrost likely successor to that position, is Andrei Zhdanov. 

If one man should succeed Stalin, most Russians, and also most 
observers, believe it will be this man. He is the son of a Russian 
orthodox priest (who are allowed to marry) and is unusually well- 
educated, serious and possessed, like Stalin, of a tremendous 
capacity for work. He was a corporal in the Tsaristic army and 
helped lead the revolt of his unit. 

But, among Russians and observers, there is a feeling that Stalin 
is the last lone head of the Soviet government. There is a belief 
that it would be divided between three men, Zhdanov, for the party, 
Zhukov, for the military, and Molotov, for the government. 

The man most mentioned to succeed Molotov as foreign min- 
ister, or commissioner, is Andrei Vishinsky, the prosecutor who 
handled the famous trials of 1936 in which the Russians ruthlessly 
sought to eliminate the last vestiges of the Trotsky influence. 


He has visited this 


Residue There are, one must assume, persons in Russia who 
hate Stalin. ““here must be those who never in their 
hearts have accepted the Soviet system. 

But, it is quite likely that now, with the veneration and respect 
that has come with winning the war, there is less hate for him than 
one might find in France for DeGaulle, in Memphis for Ed Crump, 
in Detroit for the union heads of the auto wor'ers;: in New Jersey 
for Boss Hague. And so on. 

It is impossible, as they talk of him ill, dying and dead, not to 
think of his career which began as a student for the priesthood. 

It is all very well, too, to say that the Russians produced and 
fought well because there was a gun at their heads and there was 
no choice, There was a gun for those who did not, but that was 
by no means the fulljstory. One of the great weaknesses of anti- 
Soviet opinion, and there is much room for honest differences, 
stems out of the persistent underestimating of Stalin’s position. 

As to his knowledge of history, economics and world affairs, it 
is not inconsiderable. I know that when Eric Johnston, president 
of the United States Chamber of Commerce, visited Russia some 
months ago he publicly stated, “Stalin knows more about American 
production figures than 90 per cent of the American businessmen.”

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‘For Now We See 
Through a Glass-- 


“For now we see through a glass, darkly.”— 
First Corinthians, 13:12. 

From my office chair, turned around so I can 
gaze through the window, I sometimes see a sign on a store win- 
dow which appears to be painted irregularly. The word seems 
to be on a bias, uneven. 

A slight movement on my part and it straightens out, I see it 
true and level, as it really is. The distortion is because of some 
slight fault in the glass of the window. 

Furthermore, the smoke from the railroad, just a few yards 
away, often makes my windows dingy, when the window washers 
haven’t been around recently. Then the whole outdoors as I see 
it is darker, drearier, less prepossessing than the actuality. Truly, 
I see “through a glass, darkly.” 

All of us, as we.contemplate, from the blessed peace of this, 
our land, affairs of the world, ‘as we consider what we call “diplom- 
acy,” and read of the arguments and differences which arise be- 
tween officials of different nations, are apt to forget that there is, 
not one, but several panes of glass between our understanding and 
the truth. All of these panes contain faults which are apt to dis- 
tort: many of them are dingy with handicaps to the realization 
of truth. : 

And we forget, too, that the misunderstandings which arise are, 
actually, not misunderstandings between nations, or between the 
peoples of different lands, but between officials, representatives, 
diplomats. There is a vast difference. 


The majority of people, regardless of 
Folks Are Decent the tongue they speak or the land to which 


they give allegiance, are basically decent, honest folks. 

Basically, though, the decency of the vast majority of people of 
any nation is axiomatic. 

When we fear, or mistrust, Russia, it is not Feodor or Ivan, as 
individuals, we mistrust. Could we but meet them, individually, 
without the distorting glass of language difference between, we 
would, 99 times out of 100, find them mighty decent fellows. Just 
as they would us. After all, the ratio of human rats per 1,000 


population, anywhere, is small. 

: : As to those distorted glasses through 
Some Distortions which we see the international picture, I 
believe the worst is that of language. It seems to me a practical 
impossibility for any translator or interpreter to convey the exact 
shade of meaning intended by a statesman who speaks only the 
language of his own country, in the language of another. Even 
where the statesman is a linguist and can speak in various tongues, 
he cannot say exactly the same meaning in two or more as he 
thinks in his own mother tongue. 

So, it seems, the road to world-wide understanding between men 
calls, first, for the elimination of the ancient curse of Babel. We 
must adopt and teach and use some universal world tongue which 
all men shall not only speak, but in which they shall naturally think. 

Then there is the glass of diplomacy. In international contacts 
we must, of necessity, be represented by individuals, trained and 
adept at presenting our views. The menace of distortion here lies 
chiefly in the ever-present danger that the individual may be politi- 
cally influenced by either his own, or others’, political selfishness. 

And there is the glass of the press. We must depend for our 
knowledge of what other nations do, what they want and what 
they plan, on reporters, either government officials or the agents 
of a free press. Although, as an old reporter, I have an intense 
pride in my craft and in the vast majority of the men and women 
engaged therein, reporters are, at best, but human and subject to 
human faults and human temptations. Even though they may 
try their utmost, no individual can convey the exact truth in words. 

We must always remember, then, the probable distortions in the 
international picture as we see it. And remember, too, that the 
greatest danger of distortion of them all lurks in our own preju- 
dices. 

Remembering these fallibilities, then, let us always cling to the 
greatest of the three qualities of good. In considering our fellow 
man let us practice charity, for it is the greatest of these.

Too Much a ‘Regular Fellow’? 


W ASHINGTON.—wWisecracks and innocent frivolities have dam- 
aged many a political reputation and some of President Truman's 
close friends are wondering if he is not laying himself open along 
both these lines. | 

In his meanderings outside of the White House; these people 
believe, there has been too much advertisement of his addictions 
to piano playing, poker and bourbon whisky. In reports from Pots- 
dam his convivial exchanges with Marshal Stalin were stressed 
and on his recent southwestern trip he was reported as quaffing 
champagne and attending a horse race on Sunday. 

The fear is that the idea will spread that the President is taking 
his high office too lightly, and some criticism in that vein already 
has cropped up. 


Criticism Edward T. Folliard reports in the Washington Post 

that “criticism of President Truman’s ‘running 
around’ at a time when the country is facing an industrial crisis 
has been rife in Washington.” 

And Arthur Krock wrote in the New York Times: “These are 
very critical days in government and in the centers of industry, 
and the President is spending several of them away from his desk. 
By some this is deplored.” 

In the wisecrack department there is sweeping from coast to 
coast the old saw: “‘Don’t shoot the piano player. He’s doing the 
best he can.” Started as a joke, the tone in repetition of this has 
become more caustic as the President's troubles have mounted on 


both domestic and foreign fronts. 
“WH : ** One of the severer critics of the Presi- 
Missouri Rambler dent referred to him as the “Missouri 
Rambler” and expressed the pious hope he would not, like the man 
in the song, keep rambling “ ’til the butcher cut him down.” 
There is the story of a presidential appointee who, when con- 
fronted with the comment, “I didn’t know you were from Mis- 
souri,” said, “I’m not. ‘They just grabbed me off a bus while I 
was going through.” ; 


: President Truman, in fact, has spent more 
Unlike Roosevelt time at his White House desk, and less 
time traveling, than President Roosevelt did in many like periods 
of time. 

One difference is that, during the war years, Roosevelt's go- 
ings and comings were conducted in strict secrecy. Just so much of 
them was revealed as the President’s publicity agents desired, and 
that generally long after the event. 

President Truman's doings, in contrast, not only have been wide 
open to reporters but he has seemed to court publicity as to his 
actions—official and social—down to the last detail. If he takes a 
highball or a hand at poker he does nothing to hide it. 

Mr. Truman likes to get out for social sessions with old friends 
on his own account, but even more he seems anxious to demonstrate 
that he is the same simple, friendly fellow he was before he 
entered the White House. 


The question presently very much alive in the 
White House circle is how much partying a 
president can do without getting both himself and his high office 
unpleasantly involved. Even if the inviting host has no ulterior 
motive it is difficult for him to be sure of all his guests on that 
score. Wherever a president may be, critics and scandalmongers 


. always are lurking. 


When’ one of Mr. Truman's very old friends told him he was 
having a cocktail party in his Washington hotel room, the President 
promptly said: “I'm coming.” 

“No, you're not,” the friend replied. “In the first place, it’s a 
mistake for you to go around to private parties in hotel rooms and, 
secondly, all those police and secret service men hanging around 
will spoil my party.”

NEW YORK.—The Communists 


who fomented the miscalled strike 
against Joe Ryan, the president of 
the longshoremen’s union of the 
A. F. of L. in the port of New

They complained that there is no 
“democracy” in Ryan’s . union 
which “elected” him president for

For the sake of argument I will 
concede that “democracy” means 
free, honest elections and the rule 
of the rank and file, It means 
nothing of the kind in actual truth 
and often does mean slavery, buf 
let that dispute go.for the moment, 


NOBODY KNOWS better than I 
that Ryan’s union is “un-demo- 
cratic” and that the initiation fees, 
amounting in some cases to $500, 
are extortionate, although I was 
called a labor-baiter when, a few 


years ago, I publicized the same| 


evils which thé Communists allied 
with Harry Bridges and Joe Cur- 
ran of the CIO now offer as in- 
tolerable conditions. 


But Bridges’ subsidiary unions 
of longshoremen and workers in 
allied jobs are just as bad in their 
own way and Curran’s union is 
even worse than Ryan’s. Curran’s 
rules are such that most of the 
young Americans drawn to the sea- 
for war service can’t hold office 
or even vote in a union which 
their government compels them to 
join.

Pilot of an A-24 for only a short 
while before falling into the 
hands of the enemy, Bird arrived 
in Atlanta from Seattle, Wash.., 
Sunday en route to his Valdosta 
home with the hope of soon be- 
ing “at it again” flying for the 
regular Army Air Corps. 

The surrender of Bataan,came 
as no surprise to Bird. He had 
been expecting it hourly — min- 
utely — when the terrible news 
came. All they had left at the 
time were a few P-40 planes that 
had been used -for observation 
purposes. 

MARCH OF DEATH 


Then came the hot, dusty, 
seven-day March of Death which 
was at least as bad as the pic- 
tures and stories of it reveal, ac- 
cording to the flier. They were 
fed once during the march. The 
men were tired — so tired that 
they could hardly pull themselves 


up from the dust when the Japs’ 


blows knocked them down. 

They marched from San Fer- 
nando to Odonell prison camp, 
where the men became stricken 
with malaria and dysentery and 
a tasteless rice and thin soup be- 
came their diet. Taking slaps 
from the Japanese was an every- 
day routine, 

Around the first of June Bird 
and other prisoners from Bataan 
were moved to Cabatuan camp on 
central Luzon, where the men, 
according to Bird, died like flies. 

Approximately 10,000 internees 
slept in close quarters on a shelf 
affair made from bamboo slats 
and under only one army blanket. 
Little warmth was provided 
against the bitter cold weather by 
bamboo and grass constructed bar- 
racks. Their only clothing was 
that worn from Bataan. With no 
diversion, little sanitary facilities, 
no soap or medicines, Bird believes 
that luck was with those who sur- 
vived, 
INFAMOUS BOAT TRIP 

“The following Nov. 1 we were 
loaded aboard the Nagata Maru, 
an old Jap cargo boat, for a trip 
as bad as that infamous march,” 
Bird said. 

“It was cold when we landed in 
Moji, Japan, and sent to Tana- 
gawa camp,” he continued. “They 
had the idea there of converting 
us to Jap customs and so every 
morning we would be taken into 
the cold wearing little clothing 
and forced to exercise. We were 
in no condition for that sort of 
thing. The death toll slowly rose 
despite the Jap welcome speech to 
camp on the subject, ‘Guard Your 
Health.’ 

“About the middle of January 
we were finally given baths be- 
fore being moved to Zentsuji, on 
Shikoku island, where there were 
mostly Navy and Marine men from 
Wake and Guam. It was there
